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PROBLEMS OF THE TANKER STRIKE 


"The purpose of a strike is to win demands. is is.a fact that 
Scharrenberg and the rest of the corrupt A. F. a L. officialdom 
‘ havé difficulty avoidinr.’ 


“When workers walk out on strike it is because no other 
negdtiations can procure them: fair wages and conditions. They 
take strike action to force the employers to ‘meet their demands. 
If, hy striking they cannot tie up the commerce of the employers, 
theig strike is a failure and they will lose it; 

Strike means hard work and struggle irivolving every work- 

"er, Jt doesn’t mean, as Scharrenberg would like to have it, that 
you quit your job, let scabs take your place and rest peacefully at 
home waiting for union officials and the employers to make the 
deala

prevent employers from operating with scabs, then what is going 
to prevent them? 


The labor fakers controlling the I. S. U. have not only con- 
sistently prevented cr weakened picket lines wherever they could, 
but have conspired with employers to hire striking tanker seamen 

“on other slips and get them cut of the way. this way the sea- 
men disappear 2s soon as they walk off a tanker and the whole 
thing becomes a strike without strikers. 

One of the false notions of the strike is that employment on 
tankers is regarded as if it were a separate craft. Seamen are 
seamen regardicss of what kind of ships they sail. And the

tanker strike is not the concern of any isolated section of the 
seamen but of the whole waterfront. It is not a matter of 
“tanker” seamen,striking against the cil comranies, but of the 


‘whole proiession striking against them. It is not a matter of what 
action the tanker seamen are going to take, buf what action are 
Marine workets as a whole going to take? 

The strike must be spreid. Since the seamen are striking 
against the oil companies, scab oil must be declared “hot” through- 
out the whole marine industry, not just on tankers. The Fire- 
men’s Urion has already voted to take a coast-wise ballot on this 
issue, Every other craft must take similar action. But such action 
must be initiated by the’rank and file. It will not come from 
above. Support of cil werkers in the refineries, on loadinz docks 
and in the fields must be won. 
ut in the kands of rank: and file strike 
committces and all negotiations must be hanaled through a joint 
strike committee consisting of elected delegates from each craft 
commitiee. If negotiations cre left to the humbubbery of Schar- 
renberg and his clique of cheats, the strike will end in a sell-out.
